Revisions Coming 
In Ike's Budget

In view of the lagging economy, 
some Democrats challenged E i­

would provide enough income for 
a $1.5-billion surplus in the fiscal 
year beginning Ju ly I. 
Republicans generally defended 
the 
Eisenhower 
estimates. 
But 
some of them were critical of the 
proposal to put another $4 billion 
into foreign aid. 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield of Montana said Eisen­ 
hower had set aside only “ mini­ 
mum amounts” for housing, ur­ 
ban renewal and aid to education 
programs expected to be pushed 
by President-elect John F. Ken­ 
nedy. 
Mansfield said that Congress is 
likely to provide at least Sioo mil­ 
lion in depressed area assistance 
instead of the $10 million Eisen­ 
hower budgeted. 
The Democratic leader said the 
balance in the budget “ disappears 
on close inspection.” He indicated 


he doesn’t believe Congress will 
raise postal rates $843 million or 
increase gasoline taxes $900 mil­ 
lion. Eisenhower used these fig­ 
ures to bolster an estimated $82.3 
billion in receipts.

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Jap Recalls How His Ship 


Nearly 
'Destroyed Kennedy' 


By KOHEI HANAMI 
Ex-Lieutenant Commander 
Japanese Imperial Navy 
TOKYO (AP)—It stuns me to 
think how close we came to de­ 
stroying the new president of the 
United States. John F. Kennedy, 
one black night in the Pacific 
during World War II. 
I can remember that night very 
clearly. 
It was about 2 a m. Aug. I, 1943. 
My ship, the Amagiri, was re­ 
turning from a supply mission to 
our troops in Kolobangara, in the 
Solomon Islands. 
It was a starless night. Rain 
threatened and visibility was poor. 
I stood on the bridge, straining to 
see as we moved northward up 
Blackett Strait. 
I had ordered battle alert, since 
we were under constant harass­ 
ment by U.S. planes in the day­ 
time and by night raiders and 
torpedo boats at night. 
Suddenly we spotted an object 
churning up white waves about 
1.000 meters to our starboard. I 
realized it was a torpedo boat and

Mrs. Longworth. 76, was asked 
to comment on a proposal to ded­ 
icate part of Washington’s planned 
$75-million cultural center as a 
memorial to her father. 
Neill Phillips, chairman of the 
Committee of IOO on the Federal 
City, suggested it in a letter to 
members of the Theodore Roose­ 
velt Association, which is consid 
ering designs for the Theodore 
Roosevelt Memorial. 
Mrs. Longworth has said she 
thinks Theodore Roosevelt Island 
in the Potomac River here should 
be preserved as wildlife sanctuary 
with only a modest type of me­ 
morial to her father. 
She has already laid flat an 
earlier proposal for a memorial 
design — a huge “ cultural sphere” 
on the island. Congress killed that 
plan last year a day after Mrs. 
Longworth 
called 
the 
proposed 
sphere a “ globular jungle gym.” 


cried out, “Ten degrees turn, full 
speed ahead!”

I came down with 
tuberculosis and was an invalid 
for four years. 
In 1952. still on the farm. I was 
flabbergasted to get a letter from 
Dr. Gunji Hosono. chairman of the 
Japan Institute of Foreign Affairs 
in Tokyo. Tt said that the torpedo 
boat smashed by the Amagiri had 
been skippered by Congressman 
Kennedy, then visiting Japan, and 
he wanted to meet me. 
I w’as tremendously moved by 
Kennedy’s friendliness to a for­ 
mer adversary. I could not reach 
Tokyo in time to meet him, but 
I wTOte him a letter, congratula­ 
ting him on his daring attack and 
miraculous survival and wishing 
him success in his campaign for 
senator. 
In 
his 
reply Kennedy 
agreed with my view that the 
United States and Japan should 
cooperate as friends. 
After that I naturally followed 
Kennedy’s successes with interest. 
My fortunes, too, improved. I be- 
| came a good farm er. My wife and 
I have bought radio and television 
sets and a motor plow. W’e raise 


I chickens and beef cattle—one cow’ 


I at a time—with the help of hired 


I hands.

And no person shall be convict­ 
ed without the concurrence of two 
thirds of the members present." 
Certainly in the present compo­ 
sition of our Congress, there is no 
possibility that the time will be 
allotted bv the leadership of eith­ 
er party for such an impeachment. 
For what would have to be prov­ 
ed" 
The indictment could not show 
that the Chief Justice s views were 
unplesant, for there are eight oth­ 
er Justices who could have votd 
him down. It would have to 
be 
shown that he was corrupt, that he 
accpled bribes, that he was sub­ 
versive, that his conduct was op­ 
probrious to the United States and 
the Court 
No matter what can be said of 
Earl Warren, it cannot be said that 
he has been c o r r u p t , which 
means accepting bribs, or t h ae t

has 
been 
subversive, 
w’hich 
means, in this context, that he is 
engaged in transactions to dam ­ 
age the United States in the inter­ 
est of a foreign foe. No bill of par­ 
ticulars can be brought 
forth to 
prove such charges. Therefore to 
talk of impeachment is nonsense. 
I call attention to this not be­ 
cause it is of a n y significance of 
itself but 
because 
conservatives 
need to use common sense in their 
agitations. There are things to be 
said and to be done but these need 
to be focussed on ideas, not on 
impractical proposals to impeach 
the Chief Justice because there is

Public Notice 


A Vital Right

A lot of human nature underlies 
many 
kinds 
of 
public 
notices. 
Sometimes there is a happy event 
which calls for an announcement. 
Then again, there may be an und­ 
ertone of trouble or human conflict 
buried in the notice. 
A fairly common notice of the 
latter sort is where a person gives 
notice limiting the debts for which 
he will accept responsibility. One 
form reads: "On and after t h i s 
date I will not be responbible for 
any debts other than those con­ 
tracted by museif." Or a specific 
person for whose bills the signer 
denies future responsibility 
after 
the date given, may be named in 
the notice. 
Most often such notices are used 
where husband and wife have dif­ 
ficulty and the former wishes to 
prevent the latter from running up 
further bills on him. Sometimes, 
however, a minor child may be in 
voiced or some other legally in 
competent person 
In any case, this type of notice 
has a dual purpose. It puts the per 
son who placed the notice on rec­ 
ord as to his stand in the m atter 
and it warns creditors that they 
will extend further credit at their 
own risk to all other persons indic­ 
ated. Since it would be difficult to 
warn all creditors personally, the 
notice in the newspaper of general 
crculation is used to give such no­ 
tices wide circulation. This is pro­ 
vided for by law, although there is 
some 
disagreement 
on 
whether 
the notice is absolutely binding

In contrast with his 1959 pres­ 
sure for a specific tax program, 
DiSalle told the Republican legis­ 
lature he plans to make no tax 
recommendations. 
“You can either move forward 
or backward,” he told the law­ 
makers. “You really cannot es­ 
cape that choice.” 
The governor pointed out a num­ 
ber of state programs now on the 
lawbooks contain so-called built-in 
financial increases from vear to 
year because the number of peop­ 
le involved in them grows con­ 
stantly. Aside from those escala­ 
tor increases—estimated at $149 
million in the next two years— 
the governor recommended only 
a handful of appropriation boosts 
to meet what he called definite 
needs. 
To be* soecific. the needs bud­ 
get outlined by DiSalle would total 
$2,245,642,900. 
including 
highway 
funds, or about $270 million above 
appropriations for the two - year 
bookkeeping period 
which ends 
June 30. Finance Director Jam es 
H. Ma loon estimates state gen­ 
ders I funds revenue will increase 
about $137 million in tKe next two 
years because of natural growth. 
DiSalfe said the total appropria­ 
tion for the current biennium is 
$1,975,294,000. including highway 
funds. 
DiSalle’s needs budget antici­ 
pates one important proposed shift 
in tax-collecting responsibilities: 
He 
proposed that 
local govern­ 
ments be the tax collector, instead 
of the state, for the three per 
cent utilities excise tax which fi­ 
nances public poor relief. 
Such a change would relieve the 
state of some tax-collecting chores 
but also reduce the total of its 
revenues. 
That prospect failed to bother 
DiSalle who pointed out that more 
than 40 per cent of all taxes the 
state collects now are returned in 
one form or another to local gov­ 
ernments. 
The 
governor 
recommended, 
above built - in growth, these in­ 
creases in state spending: 
Public Schools — Another $30 
million, principally for increases 
in teacher salaries. 
Higher Education—Another $9 5 
million to meet the cost of in­ 
creased responsibilities which will 
accompany an anticipated rapid 
growth of the population of the 
six state universities and colleges. 
Mental Health—Another $12 mil­ 
lion fur training and personnel, 
princioally. 
Highway Patrol — Increase the 
authorized strength from 700 to I,- 
OOO over a two-year period at a 
cost of $2.9 million for the bien­ 
nium. 
Welfare—Increase aid for de­ 
pendent children about $2 a month 
and the food allowance for insti­ 
tutional patients about two cents 
a day for a total of $8.5 million. 
Corrections — Nearly $6 million 
more to cover the cost of staffing 
the new medium security prison 
at Lebanon and to reduce the 
w-ork week of prison guards from 
44 to 40 hours.
